RENEGOTIATIONS UNDER GATT WITH AUSTRIA, CEYLON, CUBA, 
THE NETHERLANDS, AND SWEDEN 


The United States has agreed to the withdrawal or modification of certain tariff con- 
cessions previously granted to this country by Austria, Ceylon, Cuba, the Netherlands (on 
behalf of the Benelux countries), and Sweden. In return, these countries have granted 
new concessions on trade items in which United States exporters have an interest

4 CBFAA committee attended the addi- 
tional hearings of the Sub-Committee of the 
House Merchant Marine and Fisheries Con 
mittee, held in Washington on February 29 
and March 1 

Kenneth H. Tuggle, Commissioner of the 
Interstate Commerce Commissior (LOC.) 
was the first witness, and explained their 
definitions, licensing, and regulation of 
LC.c. “Forwarders” and “Property Brokers.’ 

He stated that the LC.C. “forwarder 

common carrier as far as the shipper i 
concerned, but is considered a “shipper by 
the underlying carrier, whose facilities and 
equipment he uses A “forwarder” may not 
collect any commission or compensation 
from the underlying carrier 

The “property broker” was generally dé 
fined as one who acted as an intermediary 
between a shipper and a motor carrier 
Principally, the “property broker” is used 
by small motor carriers to obtain return 
loads,” for which service he receives a con 
mission (normally about 20%). Today there 
are very few “property brokers” and the 
are principally concerned with hipment

There were many questions bv the Con 
mittee and its counsel to establish if there 
is any similarity between the “property 


broker” and the “foreign freight forwarder 
broker.” CBFAA believes that the pronverty

DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING 


WOVEN WOOLEN FABRICS —In the 
trade agreements concluded in Geneva in 
1947, the United States granted a tariff con- 
cession on the woven woolen fabrics duti- 
able under paragraphs 1108 and 1109(a), 
Tariff Act of 1930. To this concession, how- 
ever, the United States attached the follow- 
ing reservation: “NOTE: The United States 
reserves the right to increase the ad vwa- 
lorem part of the rate applicable to any 
fabrics provided for in item 1108 or 1109(a) 
of this Part to 45 per centum ad valorem 
on any such fabrics which are entered in 
any calendar year in excess of an aggregate 
quantity by weight of 5 per centum of the 
average annual production of similar fab- 
rics in the United States during the 3 imme- 
diately preceding calendar years.” Domestic 
manufacturers now assert that imports of 
woolens and worsteds from all countries 
into the United States in 1955 appear to 
have reached 5% of the average domestic 
production in the preceding 3 years. Ac- 
cordingly, they are requesting the United 
States Government to invoke the provisions 
of this reservation. Accedinge to this re- 
quest, the Committee for Reciprocity Infor- 
mation has scheduled public hearings to 
obtain the views of all Interested parties as 
to whether action should be taken under 
the terms of the reservation. The hearings 


porter or exporter, must refuse to permit 
any person outside of the Customs Service 
to copy from a ship’s manifest any informa- 
tion or data concerning merchandise im- 
ported or exported by the applicant.

Before adopting this amendment, the Bu- 
reau will consider any data, views, or argu- 
ments regarding it which are submitted to 
the Commissioner of Customs, Bureau of 
Customs, Washington 25, D. C., not later 
than April 6, 1956.

the United States under the provisions of 
paragraph 367(a), Tariff Act of 1930. The 
purpose of this additional information is 
to enable customs officials to determine 
whether the items mentioned were specially 
manipulated after assembly to produce an 
adjustment or adjustments within the mean- 
ing of par.

curate invoice, if the importer files with the entry any invoice or invoices received from 
the seller or shipper, a statement pointing out in exact detail the inaccuracies, omis- 
sions, or other defects in such invoice or invoices, and an executed pro forma invoice 
as required by the collector, and furnishes any other information required by the 
collector or appraiser for purposes of examination, classification, and appraisement of 
the merchandise. The entry bond shall be liable for the production of a correct invoice, 
which liability shall be deemed satisfied upon full compliance with the conditions herein 
prescribed. (Secs. 484, 498, 623, 46 Stat. 722, as amended, 728, as amended, 759 as 


amended; 19 U. S. C. 1484, 1498, 1623.) [T.D. 54012.] 


CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—MAIL 

The regulation now contained in section 9.11 (e) of the Customs Regulations was first 
issued when the Post Office Department had not yet made provision for the transportation 
of parcel-post shipments by international air-mail service The purpose of the regulation 
was to permit such parcels, addressed to or in care of a private transportation agency in 
this country, to be exported by the agency by air express in uninterrupted air transporta- 
tion, pending the establishment of international air parcel-post service with South and 
Central American countries 
Page 125: 

The Post Office Department has informed the Bureau that air parcel-post service is 
now in operation to practically all South and Central American countries and recommends 
that the regulation be revoked. Accordingly, section 9.11 of the Customs Regulations is 
amended by deleting “; air transportation” from the headnote and by deleting paragraph 
(ec). ETD. 54018.)

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—TEMPORARY INJUNCTIONS 
UNDER BOND 

It has been determined that the privilege of making side trips to contiguous countries 
now extended to commercial travelers who have entered their samples under temporary 
bond under section 308 (3) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, with cancellation of the 
bond filed when the samples are finally taken out of the United States, may be extended 
by collectors of customs to proprietors or managers of theatrical exhibitions arriving from 
abroad who enter their scenery, properties, and apparel under temporary bond under 
section 308 (11) of the tariff act, as amended. It is believed the extension of the privilege 
may be granted without danger to the revenue and will greatly facilitate the customs 
clearance of such theatrical scenery, properties, and apparel when the exhibition crosses 
and recrosses the border on tour It is also believed that similar treatment may be 
accorded articles entered under other subdivisions of section 308, as amended, upon Bureau 
approval 
Page 1282 

Accordingly, section 10.36 of the Customs Regulations is amended by changing the 
period at the end of the headnote thereof to a semicolon and adding thereto “theatrical 
effects and other articles’, by redesignating paragraphs (hb) and (e) as (e¢) and (d) 
respectively, and by inserting a new paragraph (b) to read as follows: 

(b) When the proprietor or manager of a theatrical exhibition arriving from abroad 
who has entered his scenery, properties, and apparel under section 308 (11) of the 
Tariff Act of 1930. as amended, contemplates side trips to a contiguous country with 
the exhibition within the period of the bond, including any lawful extension, a copy of 
the entry covering the effects and a copy of a descriptive list of such effects or invoice 
furnished by him may be certified by the examining officer and returned to the proprietor 
or manager for use in registering the effects with the customs officers at the port of exit, 
and in clearing them through customs on his return. Cancellation of the bond shall be 
effected by exportation in accordance with the provisions of section 10.38 of these regu- 
lations at the time the theatrical effects are finally taken out of the United States before 
the expiration of the bond period, including any lawful extension. Similar treatment may 
be accorded articles entered under other subdivisions of section 308 of the tariff act, as 
amended, upon approval by the Bureau. [T.D. 54020.] 

If the entry for the theatrical exhibition is supported by a single entry bond on cus- 
toms Form 7563, instead of beine charged against a term bond on customs Form 7563-A, 
such bond shall be modified until a reprint is available, by inserting after “such period” 
in the second condition “irrespective of any intervening side-trip to a contiguous country 
and return of any such articles in cempliance with the procedure provided for by regula- 


tion in such cases” and after “relanded” insert “thereafter.’

Note.—In general Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 or 100 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouses or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation within 
a period of three years. Drawback is also allowable upon the exportation of articles 
manufactured or produced in the United States with the use of imported merchandise 
meats cured with imported salts; flavoring extracts, medicinal or toilet preparations 
manufactured in the United States with the use of domestic alcohol on which internal 
revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels manufactured or produced with the use 
of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol and articles on which processing or 
excise tax has been paid.

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NYLON MONOFILAMENT FISHING LINES 


In the case of J. M. P. R. Trading Corp., Alltransport, Inc., v. United States, C. A. D. 
600, dated November 4, 1955, the United States Court of Customs and Patent Appeals held 
that nylon monofilament fishing line was dutiable, by virtue of the similitude clause in 
paragraph 1559, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, at the rate of duty applicable to silk 
lishing lines under paragraph 1211, Tariff Act of 1930, as modified, which was 35 percent 
ad valorem at the time of entry This decision affirmed the collector's classification. 

Hlowever, the collector's classification was made prior to the United States Customs 
Court's decision published as Holeproot Hosiery Co. v. United States, C. D. 1366, in which 
it held that nylon products were not excluded from classification under schedule 13 of 
the tariff act by reason of the provisions of paragraph 1313 of that schedule. The deci- 
sion in C. D. 1366 has been followed by the Bureau of Customs (see T. D. 53708). 

In ©, A, D. 600 the appellate court found that the importer had failed to prove a 
dissimilarity in use between silk fishing lines and nylon fishing lines so as to preclude 
classification of the latter product by similitude to the former product under the provi- 
sions of paragraph 1559, Tariff Act of 1930. It is apparent, although not so stated, that 
the appellate court found the presumption of correctness attaching to the collector's 
classification was not overcome and for that reason it was permitted to stand. Note that 
the Government contended only on an alternative basis that the nylon monofilament 
fishing line was directly or indirectly classifiable as a monofilament synthetic textile 
under paragraph 1301, Tariff Act of 1930. The alternative claims were not considered 
by the court 

In the circumstances the divided opinion existing between two Divisions of the 
United States Customs Court remain unresolved. 

Accordingly, you are instructed to limit the application of the decision reported as 
Cc. A. ID. 600 to the importation covered thereby. Other nylon products shall be classified 
under schedule 13 when appropriate and as directed in T. D. 53708. [T.D. 54029.]

It has been suggested for importations of seed subject to the Federal Seed Act and 
joint regulations of the Department of Agriculture and Department of the Treasury 
(title 7, Code of Federal Regulations, 201.201-201.231) that importers be instructed to 
complete to the extent possible the description of the lot of seed offered for importation. 

The form provided by the Department of Agriculture for such descriptive statement 
und required under section 201.215 of the joint regulations is a four-part unnumbered 
form entitled “Enforcement of the Federal Seed Act.” Customs officers have heretofore 
filled in the information required thereon. 

This Bureau is informed that the Seed Branch, Grain Division of the Agricultural 
Marketing Service, Department of Agriculture, has no objection if customs offices, which 
determine it to be advantageous, require that the importer or his customhouse broker 
filing the entry for such seed also submit therewith the descriptive statement completed to 
the extent possible for each type and lot of seed. However, it shall be the responsibility 
of the office of the appraiser of merchandise (or the office of the collector at certain ports) 
to review for correctness and completeness the information prior to use of the forms, 
and to complete the items such as the date at the top of the form, and the entry number 
and date of entry when that information cannot be filled in by the importer or his broker. 

The forms for the use of the importers will be furnished upon request to importers 
and brokers having need thereof by the customs office at each port of entry now com- 
pleting such forms. Those ports which determine the suggestion to be advantageous for 
adoption, and act accordingly, are requested to inform the Bureau within 90 days.

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RELEASE OF LIQUOR MANUFACTURED IN CLASS 6 BONDED 
WAREHOUSES TO DIPLOMATIC PERSONNEL, ETC. 


Many requests for the release of liquor free of duty and internal-revenue tax are 
transmitted to the Treasury Department by the Department of State on behalf of diplomatic 
personnel and other individuals who by legislative enactments and treaties are accorded 
privileges similar to those accorded diplomatic personnel. 

Requests for release of liquor free of duty and internal-revenue tax are also sub- 
mitted directly to collectors by foreign military personnel under authority of Public 
Law 271, 8lst Congress 

In most instances the above mentioned requests do not inform the Treasury Depart- 
ment whether the liquor sought to be released is of United States origin or whether 
it has been manufactured in a Class 6 bonded warehouse, when that is a fact. 

The Bureau's recent c/L 2927, dated October 21, 1955, instructed collectors not to 
release any liquor of United States origin free of duty and internal-revenue tax, which 
had been brought back into the country, until evidence establishing the existence of an 
adequate prior exportation has been submitted to the Bureau 

The question has now been raised as to the status of liquor manufactured in a Class 
6 bonded warehouse, when it is the subject of a request for release to any of the above 
mentioned diplomatic personnel, other privileged individuals, or foreign military per- 
sonnel! 

You are advised that alcoholic beverages manufactured in a Class 6 bonded ware- 
house may not be released under any circumstances, including payment of any duties and 
or internal-revenue tax, to diplomatic personnel, other privileged individuals, or foreign 
military personnel for consumption in the United States, whether or not such liquor is in 
a Class 6 or other bonded warehouse at the time the request for release is made 

Collectors are instructed to require strict compliance with section 19.15(g) of Cus- 
toms Regulations in order that alcoholic beverage rewarehoused, after being manufac- 
tured in a Class 6 warehouse, may be readily identified, as such, in the event it is later 
the subject of a request for release to persons mentioned above. 

Since the requests for release of alcoholic beverages exempt from duty and internal- 
revenue tax usually do not show their origin, you are further instructed that in the 
event any authorization covering such beverages manufactured in a Class 6 warehouse is 
inadvertently issued by the Treasury Department, the request for release is to be denied 
All requests for release of such beverages by foreign military personnel under Public 
Law 271 are to be denied.

QUOTA ON WHITE OR IRISH POTATOES, OTHER THAN CERTIFIED SEED 

The following procedure is established for the control of the tariff-rate quota of 
60,000,000 pounds on imports for consumption of white or Irish potatoes, other than certi- 
fied seed, for the current quota year [T.D. 53900.)

A revised summary of the plant quarantine import restrictions of the United Kingdom,

This change is a formal one made merely for consistency with § 29.12 of the Meat In 
spection Regulations, as amended (20 F. R. 1719) Therefore, under section 4 of the 
Administrative Procedure Act (5 U. S. C. 1003), it is found upon good cause that notice 
and other public rulemaking procedure with respect to such change would be impracticable 
and unnecessary and good cause is found for making such change effective less than 
30 days after publication in the FEDERAL REGISTER 

Since the foregoing amendment of § 27.2 (b) of the regulations relieves restrictions it 
may also be made effective under section 4 of the Administrative Procedure Act less 
than 30 days after March 7, 1956. (Continued on page 529)

TRANSPORTATION TAX 

There is quoted below self-explanatory Revenue Ruling 55-688, as published in the 

internal Revenue Bulletin No. 46, applicable to less than carload export shipments: 
“SECTION 3475—TRANSPORTATION OF PROPERTY 

Regulations 113, Section 143.32: Export shipments not requiring exemption certificate 
Rev. Rul 65-685 

“Where «a car containing Loth export and domestic shipments is consigned to @ point out- 
side the United States on a through carload rate with stopoff instructions on the bilb of lading 
for partial unloading at a point in the United States, the tax on the transportation of property 
does not apply to the amount paid for the transportation of the portion of the carload shipment 
delivered to the consignee outside of the United States. 

“The Internal Revenue Service has received numerous inquiries relative to the 
application of the tax on the transportation of property, imposed by section 3475 of the 
Internal Revenue Code of 1939, to charges paid for the transportation of a carload ship- 
ment consigned to a point outside the United States on a.through carload rate with stopoff 
instructions on the bill of lading for partial unloading at a point in the United States. 

“Section 3475 of the Code imposes a tax upon the amount paid for the transportation 
of property by rail, motor vehicle, water, or air from one point in the United States to 
another. Section 143.30 of Regulations 113 provides that the tax will not apply to an 
amount paid for the transportation of property in course of exportation to a foreign 
destination, or shipment to a possession of the United States, in accordance with the 
applicable requirements of the regulations. In accordance with section 143.32 of the 
regulations an amount paid for transportation of property shipped direct from a point 
within the United States to a point outside the United States under a through bill of 
lading, a through export bill of lading or a domestic bil of lading showing the name of 
the foreign consignee and the ultimate foreign destination will be treated as exempt from 
the transportation tax, without further evidence of actual exportation. 

“It is held that where a car containing both export and domestic shipments is 
consigned to a point outside the United States on a through carload rate with stopoff 
instructions on the bill of lading for partial unloading at a point in the United States, 
the tax on the transportation of property does not apply to the amount paid for the 
transportation of the portion of the carload shipment delivered to the consignee outside 
the United States. However, the tax does apply to the amount paid for the transporta- 
tion of that portion of the carload shipment which is unloaded at the stopoff point in 
the United States, including any additional amount paid for the stopoff privilege. 

“With respect to shipments of the kind described above it is understood that the 
charges for the transportation of those portions which are delivered to consignees 
outside the United States as a rule are not shown separately on the shipping papers. 
\Where the charges are not shown separately the tax is collectible by the carrier on the 
total transportation charges. However, where the shipping papers indicate the portion 
of the carload that is being delivered to the consignee outside the United States, then 
even though the charges are not shown separately, the carrier may allocate the charges 
on the basis of the weights of the respective portions and collect the tax only on the 
portion of the shipment unloaded at the stopoff point in the United States. 

“If the carrier collects the tax on the total transportation charges, the payor may 
file Form 843, Claim for Refund, with the proper district director of internal revenue 
and attach thereto the original receipt issued by the carrier showing payment of the 
tax on the carload shipment involved and documentary evidence establishing the charges 
allocable to the shipment delivered to the consignee outside the United States :

Article XXVIII of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, which permits GATT par 
ticipating countries, at specified but infrequent periods, to withdraw or modify conces 
sions previously granted. (“Concessions” are either reductions in tariff rates or “bindings” 
-that is, agreements not to increase tariff rates. Neither of these may be altered except 
in accordance with specified procedures.) 

When a country invokes Article XXVIII, it holds new negotiations with the countrys 
with which the concession was originally negotiated and with other countries which have 
a substantial trade interest in the concession. The purpose of this renewotiation is to 
endeavor to maintain the previous level of reciprocal concessions. 

In the present cases, the United States took advantage of its right to negotiate with 
the named countries with a view to obtaining equivalent new concessions. In accordance 
with established procedures, United States participation in the renegotiations was guided 
by the recommendations of the Interdepartmental Committee on Trade Agreements, which 
advises the President on trade agreement matters.

WOOLENS AND WORSTEDS—GATT 


The Committee for Reciprocity Information has issued notice that a public hearing 
will be held with a view to possible action by the United States under the terms of the 
note applying to the concession made by the United States on woolens and worsteds 
under items 1108 and 1109 (a) of Part T Schedule XX (Geneva) of the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade. This note reads as follows: 

“NOTE: The United States reserves the right to increase the ad valorem part of the rate 
applicable to any fabrics provided for in item 1108 or 1109(a) of this Part to 45 per centum 
ad valorem on any such fabrics which are entered in any calendar year in excess of an aggregate 
quantity bu weight of 5 per centum of the average annual production of similar fabrics in the 
United States during the 3 immediately proceding calendar years.” 

The United States Government has been reauested to take action under this note on 
the grounds that imports of woolens and worsteds into the United States in 1955 appear 
to have reached 5 per cent of domestic production in the preceding three years. The 
Committee for Reciprocity Information is accordingly scheduling public hearings to obtain 
the views of interested persons as to whether action should be taken under the terms of 
the above note. Interested persons are invited to present views and pertinent information 
concerning conditions in the domestic industry and the effect of imports thereon. All 
views and information will be carefully considered by the interdenartmental trade agree- 
ments organization in arrivine at a decision regarding action under the note to the con- 
cession on woolens and worsteds

A revised summary of the plant quarantine import restrictions of the Republic of 
Treland, as they apply in particular to plants and plant products from the United States, 
has been prepared for the information of nurseymen, plant quarantine officials, and others 
interested in the exportation of plants and plant product. to that country. 

It was prepared by Henry Blum, Plant Quarantine Branch, from the Destructive 
Insects and Pests Acts, 1877 to 1954 and subseauent orders made thereunder. The sum- 
mary was reviewed by a representative of the Department of Agriculture of Ireland. It 
was revised slightly to take into account the Diseases of Animals Acts, 1894 to 1954, and 
subsequent orders made thereunder. 

The information contained in this circular is believed to be correct and complete up 
to the time of nreparation, but it is not intended to be used independently of, nor as a 
substitute for, the original texts of the appropriate orders, and it is not to be interpreted 
as legally authoritative.
